thing, tho’ he {pent 40 Guineas upon a 
Feaft to make hisFriends drunk ? What, tho’ 
Mr. B... told us they were all Pupifts, and 
we ought not to encourage them, and 
therefore he would not relieve them, be- 
caufe they were Raeniies ?—When even in 


that bes Cafe the Command is more ex- 
prefs, if thine Enemy bunger, feed bim——mm 
All this thal’ not obftrué the poor Peoples 
being aflifted — Shall I give you, 
Gentlemen, one fhort Note of Mine upon 
that Text of feeding our Enemies, for lam 
but a brief Expotitor——— It looks, as if 
Heaven had concluded, you would want 
no Argument to move, no Command to 
oblige you to feed your Friends—but made 
your feeding your Encmies a Duty, left 
your Paffions fhould guide you to fome 
Cruelties with them, which were vnfuita- 
ble toa Chriftian ; but feeding our Friends, 
our Neighbours our Brethren, this fees fo 
natural, thet a Command to it, looks as if 
it were perfe@ly needles.

ture feems to take : Thefe poor People are’ 
your Friends, your Neighbours, and you 
Brethren—and yet J-am forry to fayit, we 
are not withoutfome that are willing to fee. 
them hunger, and mot feed them, to fee them 
ftarve in. their-cool, Camp on are ti 
and not only not pldne ehem, and not fet- 
tle them, that they might feed themfelves, 
but not relieve them,’.id order td help 
them to feed themfelves. ses 
This is ftrange, and deferves.fome Satyr ¥ 
but I am loth to lafh the Humour,.as it 
deferves, till we fee the Thing. farther 
‘gone, perhaps thefe. Gentemen may fee 
their Error. “ Bat pray, weenquire & 
little in : 5 saat on esti 2: 
give, why they are againft thefe poor Peo- 
Sema biel here ? —— And tho” 
confefs it is a ridiculous one, yet J muft 
name it—They fay, they -will ‘ftrengthen 
the Low Church ot Wuizgifo latereft again 
the Church of Eagignd. ; 
This is; a moft: wretchéd Exeufe for nat 
opening your Purfes, and I thal. make but 
one An{wer to it, for it is not worth more, 
Vig. That it feems a particular Mark of & 
famy upon our High-Churcb Men, that.‘all 
the Proteftants in the World, if they come 
hither, would beagainftthem.

ple is, That a great many of them are 
Papifts—Nay, fome will have it that they 
dre ‘all Papifts.

That there are’ fome: Papifts 
among them. is true, under 400 in about 
Yooou~ Thata great many of thefe haye 
renounc’d Popery, {ince their coming over, 
is true— Aad‘by the way, if our Na- 
tional Immoralities did not afiftto prevent 
it, many mote would do fo—But they be- 
ing, as was noted ih my laft, fied hither, 
not for Religiha——but for Liberty, this is 
no Reafon, why we d_not relieve 
them ; As-to their fettliog: here, the Law
